catastrophe; the ..physician loses Ins 
patients, the lawyer his clients, the 
preacher his'congregation, the mer-

customer.' 
It 
is not 


strange that changes have occurred 
in education, and that constant study 
is required 
of the 
teacher who 


would keep pace with the .times. 


"Learning to roa.l is one of the first 


great 
problems which a child en- 


counters when he goes to school. 
In 


no phase 6f school work have greater 
improvements 
been 
made than m 


learning to read. 
The pupil reads a 


much larger amount of good literature 
adapted to his age and interests today 
than ever before. 
It has been the 


policy of the school to gradually add 
to the amount of this supplementary 
reading matter 
The township library 


tuna of ten cents per pupil for each 
pupil of school age in the city expend- 
ed each year for books has enabled 
us to place in each school room 
number of the best boobs •wliiuh 
peal to boys and girls.. 
Lists 


desirable books have been made out 
for each grade nnd pupils have been 
encouraged to read a reasonble number 
of these each year. 
The librarian of 


the city library Kas cheerfully co 
operated in this work in a very cffeo 
live manner. 
The city library has 


placed in a number of the lower grades 
of the city schools branch 
libraries 


These have been of very great assist 
aiice in helping pupils to form the 
habit of reading good books. 
Hie 


habit of reading formed in school, 
which throughout life will induce a 
person to continue to educate himself, 
ia a force, making for the development 
of good citizenship whose power can 
hardly be obtained. 


"Similar comments might be made 


of all other school subjects. 
Our aim 


has been to make the 
instruction 


offered in the public schools of such 
a nature that it will be of the - most 
immediate practical 
value to 
the 


children of today. 
Our aim is to 


have this instruction given in such a 
manner as to appeal to the child's 
interests. 
In all of this the teacher* 


of the city have loyally co-operated. 
They are giving their best efforts to 
the schools of this city. 


While in the school course of today 


many things have been added, yet the 
emphasis is where it has always been 
in the three K - studies, an we believe 
that the schools are on the whole 
better than they use to be. 


"A striking proof of

school systems of Massachusetts.

book of examination questions and 
examination papers of many years ago 
was found in the store room of one of 
the school buildings.

ample is significant because it is the:, 
only known case where it -has been! 


possible to compare directly the re 
suits secured in th schools of today in 
the so-called 
three K studies with 


the results secured in the schools *of 
our parents and grand parents." 


In speaking of high school matters 


he had the following to say: 


"All lines of school work in the 


high school have moved as much as 
usual during the past year. 
The 


Grand Rapids high school is accredit 
ed at the University of Wisconsin in 
class A—the highest . class "of high 
schools, so that pupils enter 
the 


University of Wisconsin without e 
amination. 
The high school is also 


accredited 
at 
the 
University 
of 


Chicago. 
We are also accredited 
in 


the association of colleges and univer- 
sities of tbe northwest—embracing all 
the leading colleges and universities of 
this section. 
We have at the present 


time several graduates of our high 
school in the University of Wisconsin 
We also have graduates in several o 
the Normal schools of the state and 
in the smaller colleges of the state. 
The reports from these different in- 
stitutions show that our graduates are 
doing uniformly good work. 
Surely 


the ability on the part of our gradu- 
ates tp go to higher institutions and 
hold their own with the graduates 
from other high schools from all parts 
| of the state is a fair aud a conclusive 
test of the 
efficiency 
of our high 


school work. 


"We have continued to carry on 


in the high school the usual lines of 
high school activities. 
In 
athletics 


we have maintained foot ball, basket 
boll and track teams. - The work of 
these fains has been auch that in the 
games with other high schools they 
have won thieir share of the contests 
The standard of scholarships main- 
taiued by members of these teams has 
been higher'than ever before. 
In de- 


clamatory work 
our school is repre 


seuted in the state league of higl

ative.s to the declamatory contest 
the University of Chicago this year 
It is a. pleasure to note that in this 
contest between representatives from 
a large number of the largest and best 
high schools in the middle west, our 
students made a creditable showing 
Tbe purpose of this work is to give 
the student training in standing on 
his 
feet 
and expressing 
himself 


naturally and effectively in public. 


"The general purposes we have in 


view in all high school work is to 
make it of as mcoh value as possible 
to each student, whether he goes on 
to col.ege or to any other higher in- 
stitution of learning, or whether 
his 


education ends with the high school 
course. 
A very large part of the 


work now offered in a high lichool has 
for its object to prepare for life the 
large majority of the pupils who will 
never carry their education further. 


Mr. Youker. also spoke of the ad- 


vautages to be gained by establishing 
a business course in our schools, which 
is a matter that has been taken tip in 
many other places and found eminent- 
ly successful. 
He also strongly ad- 


vocates tbe establishment of a domes- 
tic science course in the school, which 
is a matter that has been agitated 
more or less, and will in time, no 
doubt, be established. 


Mr. Gaynor addressed the meeting, 


giving it as his opinion diat a physi- 
cian should be appointed by the city 
to examine pupils 
regarding their 


sight and hearing, explaining that in 
many cases pupils that were supposed 
! to be dull were merely defective along 
one of these lines, and that after the 
trouble had been detected and correct- 
ed they took tbe place .among their 
fellows that they were entitled to.

welfare of this town is inseparable 
from the welfare of its individual 
citixens and its future prosperity will 
be determined, largely, by tho voice 
and vote of its citixens. 
Our muni- 


cipal elnction is at hand and there are 
many questions of public policy which 
ought 
to 
bo considered 
03- 
every 


thoughtful citizen bufore casting nis 
ballot. 


He should ask himself if it is for 


the public welfare to rebate taxes, 
for a limited time, as u method of in- 
ducing manufacturing industries to 
invest their money and lacate 
here? 


This has been our policy in the past. 
Shall it continue in tbe future? 


Should the city pay to it< employees 


more than is paid by other parties for 
like service? 
Theie are some who 


think it should, and they are going 
to make that their principal issue in 
tne coming election. 


It lias been our practice for years 


to permit saloon keepers to transfer 
their licenses when they sold out, 
and altho there is no authority in law 
for this, there usually lias been a tacit 
understanding between the purchaser 
and the maj-or 
that the purchaser 


should be permitted to do this, aud 
conduct liis business without prosecu- 
tion ; and the wish and will of tbe 
mayor in this matter has been ac- 
quiesced in by all the 
citizens aud 


no complaint has (iver been 
made 


on account of sucli violation of law. 
Tins practice lias sometimes given us 
transcient, irresponsible saloon keep- 
ers, who have not heeii inclined to 
keep an 
orderly 
house and 
have 


brought disgrace upon the business 
aud added to the expense of maintain- 
ing good order. 
Is this fair to the 


permanent, resident saloon keeper? 
Is this for the welfare of the town 
and should it be continued? 


Gambling devices of many kinds 


have been tolerated by us in tho past. 
Is this toleration 
favorable or un- 


favorable to public welfare? 


Other things in violation of law, 


much lower aud degrading than any- 
thing I have mentioned has 
been 


knowingly tolerated 
by our public 


officers and you should ask yourself 
the question, before voting, are you in 
favor of the "wide open town" policy? 


You may say that all these viola- 


tions of law can be stopped on the 
complaint of a private citizen, but 
tbe private individual is powerless, 
unless lie is supported 
by public 


officers and even public officers can 
accomplish little unless supported by 
public sentiment. 
The city of Hurley 


in our state, is a conspicuous proof of 
this fact. 


During the past five years we have 


expended nearly $2DO,000 without any 
system of bookkeeping or municipal 
accounting. 
No business man would 


think of doing this in his own affairs. 
Should this practice be. continued by 
the city? 


These are matters that ought to be 


seriously considered Dy every citizen 
before he votes on the 3d day of April 
next, and he should select fcr his 
Mayor, for his Alderman and for his 
Justice of the Peace, with tiiese 
measures of public policy 
in 
mind. 


The man who, in his judgment, will 
best carry out the measures of public 
policy which he favors and the fitness 
and liability of the 
respective can- 


didate for carrying out his views ou 
these measures. 


The man who would use his ballot 


to help an unworthy candidate 
to 


office, even tho that candidate was 
his personal friend, 
or who would 


vote against a worthy candidate be 
cause of some personal enmity, is a 
traitor to his town and an euerny to 
the public welfare.

Situation Is Serious. 


"This tuberculosis pro Mom is get- 


ting to-be a serious affair," said Dr. 
E. D. Roberts, state veterinarian. 


"We recently condemned 
seventy 


head out of a herd of seventy-two cat- 
tle and later it became necessary to 
kill the other two. The disease seems 
to be in certain localities ant! it has 
kept us busy until late at night and 
oil Sundays in our efforts to stamp 
it out. Part of the time it has taken 
the attention of two or three assist- 
ants. 
"I do not know thai the disease is 


any more prevalent now than it has 
been for some time, but we are dis- 
covering it more rapidly. If the cam- 
paign which we have been carrying 
on for four years is continued ener- 
getically, I believe we can practically 
rid the" state of it. 
It hasn't quite 


reached 2 per cent yet, and while (hat 
is a large enough ratio, the sil'.iallon 
is most hopeful when compared with 
that in England and Denmark, where 
the percentage rims as high as -ID. 
By vigorous work, I believe we can 
put an end to tuberculosis in Wiscon- 
sin and that is what we are working 
for."

Work for Equal Suffrage 


Susan B. 
Anthony was 
one of 


America's famous women. 
She was 


known in every state in the Union, and 
her fame reached to all the great 
capitals of Europe as the most able 
leader in the woman suffrage move- 
ment in the world. 
She was known 


for her earnestness, her singleness of 
purpose, her courage, and her cheer- 
fulness under defeat. 
She gave wom- 


an a place in the United States that 
woman did not occupy in 1853, when 
she scandalized a. whole community 
by daring to speak in public of the 
wrongs of her sex. 


To-day American women are envied 


by those of all 
other 
nations, and 


stand comparatively free individuals, 
with the exception of political disa- 
bilities. During the fifty years which 
have wrought this revolution, just one 
woman i:n all the world (Susan B. 
Anthony) gave every day of her time, 
every dollar of her money, every pow- 
er of her being to secure this result. 
She was impelled to this work by no 
personal grievance, but solely through 
a deep sense of the injustice which, 
on every side, she saw 
perpetuated 


against her sex, and which she de- 
termined to combat. 
Never for one 


short hour was the cause of woman 
forgotten or put aside for any other 
object. 
Never a single tie was form- 


ed, either of 
affection or 
business, 


which would interfere with this su- 
preme purpose. Never a speech was 
given, a trip taken, a visit made, a 
letter written in all this half cen- 
tury but that was done directly in 
the interest of this one object. There 
was no thought of personal comfort, 
advancement, 
or 
glory; 
the 
self- 


abnegation, tlie self-sacrifice, was ab- 
solute and unparalleled. 


Many Chances to Wed. 


Next to woman's suffrage, if there 


was one live question in' the world 
upon which Miss Anthony had decid- 
ed opinions it was upon matrimony. 
She had so many chances to wed that 
she didn't remember all who asked 
her. 
. Miss Anthony had one beau who 
wore a green waistcoat, but that is 
about all she does remember of him. 
Once, in telling of other chances to 
marry, she said: 


"Oh, they'd come shining around. 


It was the thing to go to meeting with 
them, and to all the socials and spell- 
ing bees, and sleigh riding and buggy 
riding, and 
the 
girls 
counted how 


many horses and buggies were hitched 
in front of another girl's house at one 
time. 
"What do you call them now? 


Oh, yes—scalps. 
Tn those days men 


in general were afraid of a. woman 
who 
wrote 
a 
book, and one who 


taught school was only a little better 
off. 
If a woman got the reputation of 


having brains it was bad for her mat- 
rimonial 
chances. The 
men 
were 


afraid of petticoat government, and 
it took a good many smiles and bright 
colors and curls to overcome this. 


"Still, I had my share. I'll tell you, 


I've always been busy, and men were 
always secondary. 


"They are all dead now, so none of 


them can feel hurt. 
I- would- have 


been a widow, no matter which I had 
married." 


Her First Convention.

cuse, N. Y., in 1852. 
At that meeting 


she displayed the tendency to speak 
out her exact thoughts, which have 


Kaiser's Daughter a Favorite.

The reptiles 


and insects are mottled and variegated 
as to exactly match the rocks, or bark, 
leaf or flower they are accustomed to 
rest upon and show no marked con- 
trast with their surroundings. 


Who has not seen the weasel that 


was brown in the summer the very 
color of the earth, come out of his 
nest clothed in garments of spotless 
white, the emblem of purity and in- 
nocense, glide nuisely into the habit- 
ation of rats and mice to get his 
morning meal. 


We also find aomng certain species 


of wild rabbits that its color is gray or 
brown in the summer months and 
when winter comes with the snow it 
changes its robes to white, so perfect- 
ly in harmony with its surroundings 
it easily eicapes onr vision and we 
frequently pass it unnoticed and un- 
seen and would not be conscious of its 
existence if it had not- been started 
unexpectedly into action.

The tiger whose home is in the jungle 
has his vertical stripes so perfectly 
blended with the surrounding bam- 
boo uanes and tnffcs of grass that his 
prey approach him unconscious of any 
danger, and without any warning fall 
an easy victim to his ferocious and 
destructive nature.

For Seed Grain Day. 


Corn, "king of grains," has issued 


an official proclamation that every 
school throughout the land shall ob- 
serve Seed Grain Day in April—south 
of latitude of St. 
.Louis, April 4 is 


the day; north of that line April J l , 
or as near these dates as possilbe. 


All children are requested to at 


once test select seed grain. 
To clo 


this take two dinner plates and two 
pieces of thick cloth or blotting paper 
the size of the inner part of tho plate. 
Wet these thoroly and drain off' the 
extra water. 
Put one piece of cloth 


on the plate and s-atter tho grain over 
it evenly and cover with the second 
cloth. 
Turn the other over it to pre- 


vent, evaporation and set in a warm 
place. 
Examine frequently aril if it 


grows dry add a little water. 
After 


six or eight days remove the cloths 
and determine tho percentage of ger- 
mination. 
To test kernels from sev- 


eral ears of corn in the same plate 
mark oil 
the blotting paper 
into 


squares aud number each one to cor- 
respond with the ear from which the 
Kernels are taken. 
Report results of 


test in school on Seed Grain day. 
Also bring to school a sample ear or 
100 kernels of corn or other grain 
seed to study, their good and poor

There were a uamber oi ladies pre 
sent, who are privileged to vote at 
school meetings, as they should bf! at 
all elections, and had it cot been tor 
them the crowd would hardly have 
looted like a representative one. 


The meeting was called to order by 


Superintendent Yuuker, and the meet- 
ing 
proceeded to elect Mr. E. P. 


A rpin chairman, and H. S. Youker 
secretary. 
The report of tlie treasurer 


was then listened to, and after being 
audited tins will be published 
in 


legal form. 
The chair appointed 0, 


F. Kellogg, G. W. Paulus and Geo. 
P. Hambreuht as a committee to check 
up the treasurer's report and see that 
it is correct.

same was very interesting, but owinj 
to its extreme length it is irnpossibl

things Urns he spoke of was tho com 
parison between the learning of 
and ot the time of our fathers and 
grandfatheis. 
Along his hue he said 


"It is necessary to remember tha 


oven it the course of study in th 
public schools ot today has been nine! 
extended, so that it now include 
many things which were not though 
ot a few years ago, yet the ensfinUal 
of education bave not much changed 


"SVe are called upon to accomplish 


results in a shorter time. 
This mean 


that more skilltul methods of present 
ing different subjects of instruction 
must be employed. 
' Whoever fol 


lows the methods of the past insfcear 
of the present is seen to meet wit! 
catastrophe; the .physician loses 
patients, the lawyer his clients, 
preacher his congregation, the 
chant 
his 
customer.' 
It 


strange that changes have occnrred 
in education, and that constant study 
is required 
of the 
teacher who 


would keep pace with the times. 


"Learning to read is one of the firs: 


great problems which a child en 
counters when he goes to school. 
In 


no phase of school work have greater 
improvements 
been 
made than 


learning to read. 
The pupil reads 


much larger amount of good literature 
adapted to his age and interests today 
than ever before. 
It has been the 


policy of the school to gradually add 
to the amount of this supplementary 
reading matter 
The township library 


fnna of ten cents per pupil for each 
popil of school age in the city expend- 
ed eaoh year for books has enabled 
us to place in eaoh school room a 
number of the best boobs which ap- 
peal to boys and girls. 
Lists of 


desirable books have been made out 
tor each grade and pupils have been 
encouraged to lead a reasonble number 
of these each year. 
The librarian of 


the city library has cheerfully co- 
operated in this work in a very effec- 
tive manner. 
The city library has 


placed in a number of the lower grades 
of the city schools branch libraries. 
These have been of very great assist- 
ance in helping pupils to form the 
habit of reading good books. 
J?he 


iiabit of reading formed in school, 
which throughout lite will induce a 
person to continue to educate himself, 
is a force, making for the development 
of good citizenship whose power can 
liardly be obtained. 


Similar comments might be made 


of all other school subjects. 
Our aim 


tias been to make the 
instruction 


offered in the public schools of such 
a nature that it will be of the most 
immediate practical value to 
the 


children of today. 
Our aim is to 


liave this instruction given in such u 
manner as to appeal to the child's 
interests. 
In all of this the teachers 


of the city have loyally 
co-operated. 


They are giving their best efforts to 
the schools of this city. 


While in the school course of today 


many things have been added, yet the 
emphasis is where it has always been 
in the three K studies, an we believe 
that the schools are on the whole 
better than they use to be. 


'A striking proof of 
this 
was 


recently given in one of the leading 
school syhtoma of Massachusetts. 
A 


30ok of examination questions and 
examination papers of many years ago 
was found in the store room of one of 
the school buildings. 
Thesa 
were 


papers written by the parents sad 
grand parents of the present -school 
children of that city. 
Without any 


coaching these same questions were 
given to a targe number jf the pre- 
sent school children of ',ne city. 
The 


result was that in M the leading 
subjects, spelling, arithmetic!, geog- 
raphy, etc., the/ children of today 
excelled 
tlaeu parents and 
grand 


mrents to a , marked 
degrea. 
The 


lifference inisome studies amounted 
o as much at: 20 per cent. 
This ex- 


ample is significant because it is the 
mly known case where it has been 


possible to compare directly the re- 
sults secured in th schools of today in 
the so-called 
three R studies with 


tlie results secured in the schools "ot 
our parents and grand pirents." 


In speaking of high school matters 


he had the following to say : 


"All lines of school work in the 


high school have moved as much as 
ufcual during the past year. 
The 


Grand Eapids high school is accredit 
ed at the University of Wisconsin in 
class A—the highest , class of high 
schools, so that pupils enter 
the 


University of Wisconsin without ex- 
amination. 
The high school is also 


accredited at 
the 
University 
of 


Chicago. 
We are also accredited in 


the association of colleges and univer 
hities of the northwest—embracing all 
the leading colleges and universities of 
this section. 
We have at the present 


time several graduates of our high 
school in the University of Wisconsin. 
Ws also have graduates in several of 
the Normal schools of the state and 
in the smaller colleges of the 
state. 


The reports from these different in- 
stitutions show that our graduates are 
doing uniformly good woik. 
Surely 


the ability on the part of our gradu- 
ates to go to higher institutions and 
hold their own with the graduates 
from other high schools from all parts 
of the state is a fair and a conclusive 
test of the 
efficiency 
of our high 


school work. 


"We have continued to carry on 


in the high school the usual Ihies of 
high school activities. 
In athletics 


we have maintained foot ball, basket 
ball and track teams. ^ The work of 
these tnams has been «nch that in the 
games with other high schools they 
have won thieir share of the contests. 
The standard of scholarships main- 
tained by members ot these teams has 
been higher than ever before. 
In de- 


clamatory work our school is repre- 
sented in ihe state league of high 
schools. 
We also sent two represent' 


ative-i to the declamatory conteht at 
the University of Chicago this year, 
It is a pleasure to nate that in this 
contest between representatives from 
a large number of the largest and best 
high schools iu the middle west, our 
shidents made a creditable showing. 
The purpose of this work is to give 
the •ttudent training in standing on 
his 
feet and expressing 
himself 


naturally and effectively in public. 


"The general purposes we have in 


view in all high school work is to 
make it ot as mncli value as possible 
to each student, whether he goes on 
to col.ege or to any other higher in- 
stitution of learning, or whether his 
education ends with the high school 
course. 
A very large part of the 


work now offered in a high liohool has 
for its object to prepare for life the 
large majority of the pupils who will 
never carry their education further." 


Mr. Youker also spoke of the ad- 


vantages to be gained by establishing 
a business course in our schools, which 
is a matter that has been taken tip in 
many other places and found eminent- 
ly successful. 
He also strongly ad- 


vocates the establishment of a domes- 
tic science course in the school, which 
is a matter that has been agitated 
more or less, and will in time, no 
doubt, be established, 


Mr. Gaynor addressed the meeting, 


giving it as his opinion chat a physi- 
cian should be appointed by the city 
to examine pupils 
regarding their 


sight and hearing, explaining that in 
many cases pupils that were supposed 
to be dull were merely defective along 
one of these lines, and that after the 
ironble had been detected and correct- 
ed they took the place .among their 
fellows that they were entitled to. 


There being no further business 


;liie meeting was adjourned.

A gcutlouian ill this city who has 


considerable produce weighed, states 
that he has boon investigating tho 
matter during the past few weeks awl 
has couio to the conclusion that some 
of the scales in this city that are used 
to weigh coal and produce on ure Jiot 
accurate by a considerable amount, 
and that people who patronize them 
are ap( to got tho worst of it in one 
way or another. 
Ho states that ho 


recenlty hnd a load of coal weighed at 
one place and then drovu to another, 
and discovered that there was a diil'or- 
oiice of over one hundred pounds in 
the load. 
He thought it might be a 


mistake of tho man who had charge 
of the scales and another experiment 
was made, which was no better than 
the first. Of course if everybody had 
their produce weighed on the same 
scale, and each man bought as much 
as he sold, there would bo uobody the 
worse for the mistake, but whore one 
party is constantly selling and the 
other is buying, the difToronco would 
amount to considerable in tho courso 
of a year. 


It was his suggestion that an officer 


be appointed by the city whoso busi- 
ness it waa to inspect the different 
scales oi the cily occasionally and 
discover if they were right 'and in 
cases whore they wore nut to correct 
the evil. 
Some cities have a sealer 


uf weiglils and measures whoso busi 
ness it ia to attend to these matters, 
he being paid by the city. 
It Js 


entirely prol-able that the discrep- 
ancies occur on account of careless- 
ness rather than because of a desire 
on the part of the owners to cheat, 
their customers, but, the evil remains 
just the same, and tl.e man who has 
charge of scales for public weighing 
should make it a point to -fee that 
they are right.

"We recently condemned 
seventy 


head out of a herd of seventy-two cat- 
tle and later it became necessary to 
kill the other two. The disease seems 
to be in certain localities and it has 
kept us busy unlii late at night aud 
on Sumlajs in our efforts to stamp 
It out. Part of the time it has taken 
tUe attention of two or three assist- 
ants. 


"I do not know that the disease is 


any more prevalent now than it lias 
been for some time, but we are dis- 
covering it more rapidly. If tho cam- 
paigu which we have been carrying 
on for four years is continued ener- 
getically, I believe we can practically 
rid the state of it. 
It hasn't quite 


reached 2 per cent yet, and while that 
is a largo enough ratio, (he situation 
is most hopeful when compared with 
that in England and Denmark, where 
the percentage runs as high as 40 
By vigorous work, I believe we can 
put an end to tuberculosis in Wiscon- 
sin and that is what we are working 
for."

Susan B. Anthony and Her 


Work for Equal Suffrage 


Susan B. 
Anthony was 
one of 


America's famous women. 
She was 


known in every state in the Union, and 
her fame reached to alt the great 
capitals of Europe as the most able 
leader in the woman suffrage move- 
ment in the world. She was known 
for her earnestness, her singleness-of 
purpose, her courage, and her cheer- 
fulness under defeat. She gave wom- 
an a place in the United States that 
woman did not occupy in 1853, when 
she scandalized a whole community 
by daring to speak In public of the 
wrongs of her sex. 


To-day American women arc envied 


by those of all 
other 
nations, and 


stand comparatively free individuals, 
with the exception of political disa- 
bilities. During the fifty years which 
have wrought this revolution, just one 
woman in all the world (Susan B. 
Anthony) gave every day of her time, 
every dollar of her money, every pow- 
er of her being to secure this result. 
She was impelled to this work by no 
personal grievance, but solely through 
a deep sense of the injustice which, 
on every side, she saw perpetuated 
against her sex, and which she de- 
termined to combat. 
Never for one 


short hour was the cause of woman 
forgotten or put aside for any other 
object. Never a single tie was form- 
ed, either of affection or 
business, 


which would interfere with this su- 
preme purpose. Never a speech was 
given, a trip taken, a visit made, a 
letter written in all this half cen- 
tury but that was done directly in 
the interest of this one object. There 
was no thought of personal comfort, 
advancement, 
or 
glory; 
the 
self- 


abnegation, tlie self-sacrifice, was ab- 
solute and unparalleled. 


Many Chances to Wed. 


Next to woman's suffrage, if there 


was one live question in' the world 
upon wliich Miss Anthony had decid- 
ed opinions it was upon matrimony. 
She had so many chances to wed that 
she didn't remember all who asked 
her. 
_. Miss Anthony had one beau who 
wore a green waistcoat, but that is 
about all she does remember of him. 
Once, in telling of other chances to 
marry, she said: 


"Oh, they'd come shining around. 


It was the thing to go to meeting with 
them, and to all the socials and spell- 
ing bees, and sleigh riding and buggy 
riding, and the 
girls counted how 


many horses and buggies were" hitched 
in front of another girl's house at one 
time. 
Wlaat do you call them now? 


Oh, yes—scalps. Tn those days men 
in general were afraid of a woman 
who 
wrote 
a 
book, and one who 


taught school was only a little better 
off. 
If a woman got the reputation of 


having brains it was bad for her mat- 
rimonial 
chances. 
The men were 


afraid of petticoat government, and 
it took a good many smiles and bright, 
colors and curls to overcome -this. • 


"Still, I had my share. I'll tell-you, 


I've always been busy, and men were 
always secondary. 


"They are all dead now, so none of 


them can feel hurt. I, would have 
been a widow, no matter which I had 
married." 


Her First Convention. 


Miss Anthony, attended 
her 
first 


woman's rights convention 
in Syra- 


cuse, N. Y., in 1852. At that meeting 
she displayed the tendency to speak 
o.ut her exact thoughts, which have 


furnished entertaining stories for fif- 
ty years. 


Mrs. Oakes Smith, a 
fashionable 


Boston woman of the day, was named 
for president. 
Mrs. Smith appeared 


at the convention in a low-necked, 
short-sleeved white dress with a fancy 
sacque of pink delaine. 


Quaker James Mott nominated her 


for the office, and this was more than 
Quaker Susan B. Anthony could stand. 
She rose in her place and said bold- 
ly that no woman dressed in the friv- 
olous fashion of Mrs. Smith could 
represent the earnest, hard-working 
women of the country, who, Miss An- 
thony believed, were asking (he bal- 
lot. 
She carried the day, and Mrs. 


Luoretla Mott was elected president 
o£ the association. 


Not long after that Miss Anthony 


attended a second woman's meeting, 
at which the speakers had such weak, 
piping voices that they did not reach 
beyond a few front seats. 
Miss An- 


thony got up and said: 
"Mrs. Presi- 


dent, I move that hereafter tbe pa- 
pers shall be given to someone to read 
who can be heard." 


Squelches Horace Greeley. 


From the beginning of her work 


Miss Anthony had the friendship and 
support of Horace Greeley. 
He en- 


joyed, however, an occasional contro- 
versial tilt with her, and in one nota- 
ble instance she had much the best 
of it. 
"Miss Anthony," said Greeley, 


in his drawling monotone, "you know 
the ballot and the bullet go together. 
If you vote, are you ready (o fight?" 


"Yes, Mr. Greeley," Miss Anthony 


retorted 
instantly. 
"Jus! 
as you 


fought 'in the late war at the point of 
a goose quill." 


At the Empress' Reception. 


"When Miss Anthony was in Berlin 


several years ago she attended a re- 
ception given by the empress of Ger- 
many. 
Miss 
Anthony insisted on 


standing. 
The empress was stand- 


ing. Why shouldn't she stand? Every- 
body else sat down, but she stood up 
under her 84 years and said she in- 
tended standing until the 
empress 


took her seat. A moment later a court 
functionary, splashed from head to 
foot with brass and 'gold braid, came 
up to the suffragist and said: 


"Her majesty requests that you will 


be seated." 


Miss Anthony sat down, but pres- 


ently bobbed up again, and explained 
to the others present that,maybe it 
wasn't respectful to sit in the pres- 
ence of royalty.. 


But no sooner had 
tbe 
kind old 


"Aunt Susan" arisen than the "major 
domo," as she called him, came bow- 
ing back, and in tho choices! German, 
said: 


"Her majesty says she will be much 


distressed if you do not sit." 


Miss Anthony sat down 
and 
re- 


mained sitting until 
the 
empress 


came up to her, and bidding her good- 
by, wished her a pleasant stay in Ber- 
lin. 
After 
Miss 
Anthony 
bad 


"escaped" from the place and had re- 
turned to her friends at the hotel, 
they, having never seen an empress 
outside a picture book, began asking 
what she looked like. One said, "Did 
you kiss her hand?" 


"Kiss her hand?" asked Miss An- 


thony. "No. Should I have done it? 
I just bowed my head and told her I 
was a Quaker, and didn't know much 
about court etiquette, and she gently 
told me to follow my own-customs."

ment of a separate Hungarian army. 
But the king was unalterably opposed 
lo this and Deal; and Andrassy the 
elder, gieat men of Hungary at that 
time, saw that the compact was about 
to be 
wrecked, and 
they made a 


bridge of tbe word "constitutional," 
which was meant to be 
1 ambiguous. 


Ambiguity lias 
always been 
tbe 


mother of strife and il has proved to 
be so in Ibis case. Hungarians were 
to understand that Ilie rojal preroga- 
tives in respect of the army were to 
be exercised 
tinder 
"constitutional" 


that is lo say, parliamentary' control, 
while tho king was expected to be- 
lieve thai these military preroRativeK 
in lespect of tbe Hungarian part of 
the army were constitutional in 
llio 


sense of being recognised by Hungar- 
ian constitutional law. but not essen- 
tially different from lite military pre- 
rogatives of tlie emperor of Austria. 
This is a statement of the case re- 
cently made by M. Kossnth, accoidiug 
lo Ibe London Times. Tlie HuiiKiir- 
ian leader admits that Ibo phrase was 
intentionally made 
ambiguous, and 


he 
added 
that Hungary bad since 


been living In a constitutional fool's 
paradise and now she saw tbe cousll- 
ttilion tumbling about her ears. 


It seems a small thing to demand 


that, the words of command in an 
army shall be in one's own language, 
.but it Is to be remembered that the 
Magyar language is not the language 
of Hungary, though il is the dominant 
one, 
as tbe Magyar is the dominant 


race. 
There are Czech, Polak and 


other races who constitute about one- 
half of the population to whom the 
Magyar language is anathema, 
and 


who would much prefer that the Ger- 
man words of command should 
be 


used in the army. The Magyars and 
the Jews of Hungary are in cloae com- 
bination and stand firmly together on 
all political questions. Together they 
elect a majority of the members of 
the diet, because they possess more 
generally the privilege of tlie fran- 
chise. 
When tbe parliament meels 


its temper will be such that it will 
probably be dissolved by royal com- 
mand, or al least by order of Premier 
Fcjervary, who has already received 
authority from the emperor-king lo 
that end. Then is expecled to come 
a revolution. 


This is one of Hie sticks of dyna- 


mite which have been lying around 
loose in Euiope for a long time, await- 
ing the spark which is lo set it off. 
The aged emperor, while naturally 
conciliatory, lias fully made tip his 
mind on this subject, and it appears 
that the Magyars Imve as fully made 
up theirs. 
Should revolution result, 


tbe trouble would not be confined !o the 
limits of tho 
dual kingdom 
In all 


probability, for 
the neighboring na- 


tions have long since had an eye on 
the prospective pareass of the empire, 
upon the death of aged Franz Josef, 
and Russia, Germany., Italy and per- 
ha-ps other stales would demand a 
hand in whatever settlement is lo be 
reached.

Gathering cranberries on Sunday 


is a violation o1 tho statute prohibit- 
ing any nianuer ol labor, business or 
work, except works of necessity and 
charity, on the Lord's Day. 
The full 


bench of tho Supreme Court today 
overruled the defendant's exceptions 
in the case of Commonwealth vs. Ed- 
win M. White, holding the work he 
referred to was not a necessity. 


On Sunday, Sept. 18, li)0t, ho had 


350 or -100 pickers working on the 
bogs, and lie testified he could not 
harvest the crop without working on 
Sundays. 
Ilfl admitted, on cross- 


examination, that his only reason lor 
picking on Sunday was to save his 
crop, and if ho employed men enough 
—one-sixth more—he could have done 
the same work in six days that ho wan 
doing in seven. 


The court in construing the statute, 


says: 
"It is to ba borne in mind 


that so far as material to the question 
before us, it is simply the continuation 
of a law which from 
a very early 


time in the history of tho colony has 
been constantly upoti our statutes. 
It 


is one of a series of statutory provisions 
enacted to secure the proper obser- 
vance of the Lord's Day as understood 
by our forefathers. 
Their idea of the 


Lord's Day, the manner in which it 
should be spent and the object of the 
system of statutes passed from time to 
time to secure its proper observance, 
are set forth in the various preambles 
to those statutes." 


The court quotes preambles to two 


statutes, and says they embody the 
idea of the Lord's Day for the obser- 
vance of which this system of statutes 
was devised. 


Continuing, the Court says: 
"It 


is argued by the defendant that the 
times havo changed and with them 
have also changed the ideas, manners 
and customs, and 
Unit 
what was 


formerly rgarded as unnecessary may 
now be regarded as necessary. 
To a 


certain extent this may be true. 
In 


so far as changes in physical matters 
affect the question of necessity, they 
may be properly considered. 
But 


changes in the view of people as to 
the nature of the Lord's Day, or as to 
the manner in which it should be 
spent, whether such changes are for 
the better or for tho worse, are not to 
be considered. 
So far as respects such 


changes alone, the word of necessity 
has the same meaning as when first 
inserted in this system of statutes.

Color Protection of Animals. 


There is a general harmony 
in 


nature, between- animals anil 
thp.ir 


habitation. 


The arctic are white, the desert an- 


imals are sand colored. 
Those that 


live among green leaves are green; 
nocturnal animals ar« dusky. 


While this statement under all con- 


ditions may cot be universally true 
in regard to all animated existence, 
still we find it quite common and 
seldom reversed. 


Among birds we 
find 
them so 


tinted in color as to harmonize with 
their natural resorts 
The reptiles 


and insects are mottled and variegated 
as to exactly match the rocks, or bark, 
leaf or flower they are accustomed to 
rest upon and show no marked con- 
trast with their surroundings. 


Who has uot seen the weasel that 


was brown in the summer the very 
color of the earth, come out of his 
nest clothed in garments of spotless 
white, the emblem of purity and in- 
nocense, glide nuisely into the habit- 
ation of rats and mice to get his 
morning meal. 


We also find aomng certain species 


of wild rabbits that its color is gray or 
brown in the summer months and 
when winter comes with the snow it 
changes its robes tu white, so perfect- 
ly in harmony wiHi its surroundings 
it easily eicapes our vision and we 
frequently pass it unnoticed and un- 
seen and would not ba conscious of its 
existence if it had not been started 
unexpectedly into action. 


We find almost invariably amongst 


the Aictie animals the white color 
which best hide them in the snow 
fields and amongst icebergs. 


The polar bear is the only bear 


that is whita; and it lives constantly 
among snow and ice. 
The Alpine 


hare, Hie Arctic fox and ermine change 
to white in the winter; while the 
Sable retains its ricli brown color 
throughout the Siberian winter. 


The lion is the color of the desert 


sand and when crouched down his 
deadly presence is easily concealed. 
The tiger whose home is in the jungle 
has his vertical stripes so perfectly 
blended with the surrounding bam- 
boo canes and tufts of grass that his 
prey approach him unconscious of any 
danger, and without any warning fall 
an easy victim to his ferocious and 
desrructive nature. 


Among birds the ptarmigan is a 


fine example of protective coloring. 
I*s summer plumage so exactly match- 
es the lichiau colored rocks it de- 
lights to sit upon, that a person may 
walk among them and bo unconscious 
of their presence; and not see a single 
bird, while in the winter its plumage 
changes to white and gives to it a 
secure protection. 
In 
the 
tropics 


where trees never lose their foliage 
of green, we find whole families of 
birds whose principal color is green 
The parrots, tlie green pigeons are 
good examples and 
when at 
rest 


among the green boughs we only see 
them, as "part of the foliage of ti-e 
branches of the tree upon which they 
are at rest. 


The robin red-breast we also dearly 


love, generally selects a place amongst 
the leaves of autumn tints where they 
can quietly take their rest unnoticed. 


Reptiles are equally well protected, 


the arboreal lizards and the linguas 
are as green as the leaves upon whioli 
they subsist. 
In every part of the 


tropics are snakes, which are both 
venomous and harmless, remain con- 


For Seed Grain Day. 


Corn, "king of grains," has issued 


an official proclamation that every 
school throughout the land shall ob- 
serve Seed Grain Da}' in April—south 
of latitude of St. Louis, April 4 is 
the day; north of that line April 11, 
or as near these dates as possilbe.

once test select seed grain.

this take two dinner plates and two 
pieces of thick cloth or blotting paper 
the size of the inner part of the plate.

cloth.

interpreting it it is still necessary to 
bear in mind the precepts set forth in 
the preambles (to the statutes).
